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Michael  F.  Morrissey  presided  over  the  Avila  College 
Board  of  Trustees  meeting  this  past  August  for  the  last 
time  as  Chairman  of  the  Board.  A nine  year  veteran  of 
the  Board  and  its  Chairman  the  past  three  years,  the 
Managing  Partner  of  Ernst  & Young  LLP  shared  his 
thoughts  on  Avila  College  with  Accent  recently: 

ACCENT  Mike,  as  you  prepare  to  leave  the  Avila  Board  what 
are  some  of  the  your  lasting  impressions  of  the  college? 

Mike  Morrissey:  I’m  proud  to  say  that  people  who  come 
to  Avila  are  rarely  disappointed.  It  meets  their  goals 
and  expectations.  Avila  has  a good  reputation  as  a 
strong  private,  religious-affiliated  college. 

A:  What  accomplishments  come  to  mind  as  you  review  your 
time  on  the  board? 

MM:  We’ve  had  the  two  largest  capital  campaigns  in  the 
history  of  the  college.  Academically,  the  implementation 
of  Intended  Learning  Outcomes  defined  what  Avila 
wanted  the  student  to  end  up  learning  from  personal, 
spiritual  to  higher  level  thinking.  Courses  were  designed 
to  insure  we  got  those  outcomes.  It  gave  Avila  deserved 
notoriety. 

The  board  itself  made  dramatic  moves  forward 
through  board  governance,  organization,  committee 
structure  and  board  retreats.  We  profited  from  the 
makeup  of  the  board  that  included  people  with  a 
variety  of  skills  from  all  walks  of  life. 

During  my  chairmanship,  we  attempted  to  keep 
moving  forward  with  a hard  working,  diversified  board 
sometimes  “pushing  the  envelope”  with  programs  such 
as  the  Avila  Advantage  degree  completion  program.  We 
did  some  introspective  type  things  on  retreats  such  as 
considering  how  we  (Avila)  wanted  to  present 
ourselves  to  the  community. 

We  also  formalized  the  responsibilities  associated 
with  the  sponsorship  of  Avila  College  by  the  Sisters 
of  St.  Joseph  by  executing  an  agreement  between  the 


Avila  Board  of  Trustees  and  the  Province  leadership  of 
the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  of  Caronclelet.  It  simply  defined 
the  mutual  responsibilities  of  our  board  and  their 
community.  I believe  this  was  one  of  the  first 
agreements  of  its  kind  by  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  of 
Caronclelet  and  a sponsored  institution  of  higher 
education. 

A:  What  challenges  do  you  see  in  the  future  for  Avila  College? 

MM:  Ou  r number  one  challenge  is  to  market 
ourselves  to  those  we  want  to  serve.  I believe  the 
market  is  there — potential  students  who  subscribe  to 
Avila’s  outcomes  and  goals.  We  just  need  to  get  the 
message  out.  Although  our  mission  goes  beyond  basic 
good  business  marketing,  our  board  recognizes  we 
must  take  a hard  look  at  how  we  present  Avila  to  the 
community.  We  must  know  who  we  are  and  take  that 
message  to  our  market. 

We  do  know  that  we  want  to  attract  quality,  full- 
time students  to  the  campus  who  are  in  tune  with  the 
philosophies  of  the  Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  and  Avila’s 
values.  Also,  moving  toward  a more  residential 
campus  will  help  accomplish  our  goals. 

A:  Your  thoughts  on  higher  education  in  general? 

MM:  The  number  one  problem  in  higher  education 
remains  getting  costs  under  control.  It  brings  the 
focus  to  bear  on  who  needs  what  kind  of  education 
and  which  colleges  can  take  care  of  the  educational 
requirements  of  the  population.  Vocational  schools, 
community  colleges  and  four-year  colleges  all  have  a 
spot  in  the  process  of  making  education  available  to 
the  majority  of  Americans  who  want  to  go  to  college. 
Certainly,  small  private  institutions  have  a place  in  the 
mix.  But  they  must  have  the  right  formulas  to  survive. 
I believe  there  is  a place  in  the  American  educational 
system  for  colleges  like  Avila.

he  history  of  nursing  education  at  Avila 
College  evidences  with  pride  the 
academic  preparation  of  nurses  who 
contribute  to  the 
health  care  of 


those  in  need.  This 
educational  vision  was 
made  possible  through  the 
efforts  of  the  Sisters  of  Saint 
Joseph  at  Saint  Joseph 
Hospital  and  many  others  at 
the  College  of  Saint  Teresa 
(the  predecessor  of  the  name 
Avila  College)  and  Avila 
College  who  valued  the 
importance  of  academic 
preparation  for  nursing 
practice. 

The  four-year  nursing 
program  originated  after  the 
close  of  World  War  II.  The 
Sisters  of  St.  Joseph  of  Carondelet  recognized  the 
need  for  advanced  educational  preparation  in 
nursing  and  began  to  formulate  plans  for 
establishing  a department  of  nursing  within  the 
college.  In  August  of  1947,  Sister  Gerard  Joseph 
Brewer,  C.S.J.,  and  Sister  Mary  Pachomia  Lackey, 
C.S.J.,  attended  several  workshops  in  preparation 
for  the  first  baccalaureate  program  on  a private 
campus  in  the  state  of  Missouri.  The  department 
was  established  and  received  provisional 
accreditation  from  the  Missouri  State  Board  of 
Nursing  in  1948. 

Avila  has  consistently  been  a leader  in  the 
education  of  professional  nurses  and  has  been 
guided  in  these  leadership  decisions  by  department 
heads  Rose  Helen  Vaughn,  C.S.J.,  Mary  Fabian 
Hutti,  C.S.J.,  Mary  Mark  Duranty,  C.S.J.,  Norma 
Lewis,  Barbara  Moore,  C.S.J.,  Ph.D.,  Susan 
Hildebrand,  Ed.D.,  and  currently,  Susan  Hackler 
Fetsch,  Ph.D. 


Today,  the  nursing  curriculum  continues  the  proud 
tradition  of  academic  excellence.  The  curriculum 
enables  graduates  to  be  responsive  to  changes  that  are 
inevitable  in  the  health  care  environment,  and  it  also 
enhances  the  nurse’s  critical-thinking,  assessment,  and 
problem-solving  skills. 

This  new  curriculum  is  theoretically  and 
clinically  strong,  as  well  as  being  flexible  and 
tailored  to  meet  the  nurse’s  unique  learning 
needs.  Most  importantly,  it  has  seen 
tremendous  results.  In  1997  there  was  a 95.8% 
pass  rate  of  the  board  exams,  and  100%  of 
1997  Avila  College  nursing  graduates  are 
employed. 

Avila  College  nursing  alumni  rank  among 
the  most  well-respected  positions  of 
nursing  leadership  across  the  country.

Goppert  Theater 
Celebrates  25  Years 

Since  Goppert  Theater's  construction  in  1973,  it 
has  been  witness  to  more  than  100  full 
theatrical  productions,  and  countless  mini- 
productions, not  to  mention  the  long  nights  of 
rehearsals  weeks  before  opening  night.  Entire 
cities  have  been  built  and  destroyed  on  its  stage. 
Lovers  unite,  lovers  die,  and  singers  wail  tributes  to 
lost  companions  through  countless  time  periods.  For 
25  years  Goppert  Theater  has  been  host  to  some  of 
the  finest  productions  in  academic  theater,  and  for  25 
years  audiences  have  entered  its  doors  only  to  be 
whisked  away  to  new  times  and  new  places  as  actors 
and  technicians  suspend  reality  for  a few  hours. 

But  Avila’s  theater  tradition  goes  beyond  25  years 
— in  fact,  the  first  theater  graduate  at  Avila  College 
received  a diploma  in  1952  at  the  St.  Teresa  campus. 
The  real  catalyst  in  the  life  of  the  theater  came  with 
the  move  to  the  new  campus  in  1963. 

At  the  time,  only  two  buildings  existed  on  campus 
— Blasco  Hall  and  O’Rielly  Hall.  The  director  of  theater 
at  the  time  was  Sister  Felice  Helms,  C.S.J.,  who 
fashioned  a makeshift  “theater-in-a-rectangle”  in  the 
basement  of  O’Rielly  Hall.  Architecht  Angus  McCallum 
originally  designed  this  temporary  location  as  laboratory 
space.
